Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Robitaille et al. (US 2002/0085950). 

Robitaille et al. teaches a method of sterilizing a closed environment 10 including 
the steps of generating gaseous ozone using ozone generator 22 into the closed 
environment to a predetermined ozone concentration (paragraphs [0054] and [0064], 
increasing the humidity of the closed environment using humidifier 30 (paragraph 
[0064]), and maintaining a predetermined ozone concentration for a predetermined 
period of time (paragraph [0065]). Robitaille et al. further teaches that after expiry of the 
period of time, the ozone is depleted by catalyst 52 (paragraph [0065] - [0067]) and 
once the ozone concentration is reduced to a predetermined safe level, signaling (i.e. 
activation of the door mechanism, paragraph [0066]). Monitors known in the art are 
employed to monitor ozone concentration and humidity (paragraphs [0064] and [0084]). 
Signaling means include activation of the door mechanism and a user interface 
(paragraph [0084]). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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6. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Robitaille et al. in view of Braun, Jr.. 

Robitaille et al. discloses a method of inactivating microorganisms such as 
viruses, bacteria, and fungus (paragraph [0002]-[0003]) by contacting the 
microorganism with ozone having a concentration of 85 mg/L (85 ppm) for about 20 
minutes in a humid environment. See paragraphs [0064]-[0065]. Robitaille et al. does 
not disclose treating a Norwalk virus specifically. Braun, Jr. however evidences that it 
was known in the art at the time of the invention that Norwalk virus was susceptible to 
ozone sterilization (paragraph [0012]). Thus, it would have been obvious to employ the 
method of Robitaille et al. to sterilize surfaces contaminated with the Norwalk virus as 
one would have had an expectation of success when doing so. As to the particular 
concentration of ozone and contact time, Braun, Jr. further teaches that "[t]he typical 
dosage and reaction time for ozone to destroy a particular pathogen have been studied 
and are know to those skilled in the art." See paragraph [0014]. Furthermore, as both 
reaction time and concentration are result effective variables, one of ordinary skill in the 
art would have expected a decrease in ozone concentration to produce a corresponding 
increase in reaction time. Thus, it is deemed obvious to decrease the concentration of 
ozone in the method of Robitaille et al. where the contact/reaction time has been 
increased. No unexpected results would have been achieved.
